Sir: 


On consultation with Treasury officials it seems desirable that, if necessary, 
discrimination be made in the distribution of minor coin in favor of large cities, like New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston, Baltimore, etc. And I have also to suggest that the larger orders be filled in 
at least two instalments, if not indeed cut down. My plan would be to issue a half, and give the 
applicant the option of waiting or receiving back the balance of his check. 


These recommendations are made in view of the holiday trade, which, of course, is more 
important in the larger cities. 


I think I shall be in Philadelphia by Tuesday.
